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SENATOR CLARK: I think it is put in there from habit.
It is put in there from habit. Senator Nichol.
SENATOR NICHOL: Mine was the same question that Senator
Fowler asked and I just wondered also if there was something 
new in the sex world that I didn't know about.
SENATOR CLARK: Senator Johnson, did you wish to close on
your amendment?
SENATOR V. JOHNSON: No...well, yes, I do, Senator Clark.
I do beseech this body to pass this amendment even with 
its peculiar sex language.
SENATOR CLARK: The question before the House is the adoption
of the Hoagland-Johnson amendment. All those in favor vote 
aye, opposed vote nay.
CLERK: Senator Clark voting yes.
SENATOR CLARK: Have you all voted on the Hoagland amendment?
We are a little short of action this morning. Have you all 
voted? One more time, have you all voted? Record the vote.
CLERK: 25 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the adoption of the
amendment.
SENATOR CLARK: The amendment is adopted. Any further amend­
ments?
CLERK: Nothing further on the bill, Mr. President.
SENATOR CLARK: Senator Johnson, would you like to move
the bill?
SENATOR V. JOHNSON: Yes, I would move the bill.
SENATOR CLARK: Okay, you heard the motion. The motion
is to advance LB 592 to E & R. All those in favor say 
aye, opposed no. The bill is advanced. LB 511. The 
Clerk would like to read in.
CLERK: Mr. President, a couple of items very quickly.
Senator Kilgarin asks unanimous consent to add her name 
as cointroducer to LB 782.
SENATOR CLARK: No objection, so ordered.
CLERK: Mr. President, I have an announcement from the
Speaker regarding the scheduling of Special Order items 
for next Tuesday.
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
